Using state rule as model 
Village drafting curfew 
law for July 12 debate 


A curfew ordinance to help curb 


juvenile vandalism is being drafted by 
Arlington Heights Village Atty Jack 
Siegel 


It will be considered for adoption by 


the village board ai its next meeting, 
July 12. 


The board this month directed Ar- 


lington Heights police to begin enforc- 
ing the State of Illinois curfew regu- 
lation, although the law may be un- 
constllulionjl. 


Neither state nor local curfew laws 


have been enforced by local police 
since October 1975 when the 2nd Dis- 
trict Appellate Court of Illinois ruled 
that the Illinois juvenile curfew law 
restricts freedom of movement with- 
out proper justification. 


Siegel told the village hoard that 


Arlington Heights and other commu- 
nities in the 1st District are not bound 
by an appellate court's decision from 


another district. He also predicted the 
ruling would be overturned by the IlV 
nois Supreme Court this fall 


THE VILLAGE'S Zero Vandalism 


Committee has urged enforcing that a 
juvenile curfew ordinance, despite the 
2nd District i tiling m hopes of reduc- 
ing summertime vandalism in Arling- 
ton Heights 


The village's new curfew ordinance 


will be modeled after the state curfew 
law. "but I'm going to tiy to tighten it 
up to meet the objections stated in the 
appellate court decision," Siegel said.

Congress to study student loan bilL

Bills aimed at revamping the feder- 


al guaranteed student loan program 
so more lending institutions will make 
money available to students will be 
considered soon by both houses of. 
Congress. 


If passed, the measures will make 


more students eligible for the pro- 
gram and wMl entitle states such as 
Illinois, which has a low defaull rale 
on student loans, to more federal as- 
sistance in paying off defaults. 


THE MAJOR CHANGES the bills 


would bring about are: 


• A change in the eligibility re- 


quirement. Currently, students whose 
parents' 
income does 
not exceed 


$15,000 are eligible lo get federal in- 
terest payment subsidies. This means 
students pay a 7 per cent interest rate 
on loans while the federal government 
pays the difference between 7 per 
ccnl and the currently accepted inter- 
est rate. The House bill would raise 
the maximum income lo $20.000 in Ihc 
coming fiscal year and $25,000 the fol- 
lowing year. The Senate bill sets 
$25,000 as the new maximum income 
immediately. 


• Greater incentives lo states to es- 


tablish efficient stale guarantee pro- 
grams. 
Currently, 
about half 
the 


states, including Illinois, have their 
own guarantee agencies. When a stu- 
dent would default on a state-adminis- 
tered loan, the federal 
government 


would reimburse the state 100 per 
cent if the slate has a default rale of 7 
per cent, or lower under the new bill. 
Currently, slates receive an 80 per 
cent reimbursement. 


• A provision making it harder for 


students to default on 
guaranteed 


loans. Under provisions of the House 
bill, a student who declares bank- 
ruptcy less than five years after grad- 
uating still has to pay back his guar- 
anteed loan. 


Backers of this provision hope It 


will cut the rate of student defaults 
and encourage more lenders to take 
part in the program. Defaull rates as 
liigh as 25 per cent have meant "in 
soma states the program exists in 
name only." said Carol Wennerdahl, 
director of the Illinois Guaranteed 
Loan program. 


Begun in 1965, the federal loan pro- 


gram is "a program that everyone 
thought would be little used and sud- 
denly il bloomed into one of the major 
sources of student financing," said 
Chuck Zuver of the American Bankers 
Association. 


MORE THAN EIGHT million stu- 


dents borrowed a total of $8,9 billion 
under the federal program, but many 
defaulted on their loans. The default 
rate on federally guaranteed loans is 
18 per cent, while the average default 
rate for state programs is 7 per cent, 
said Jim Harrison, a staffer on the

States have fewer borrowers to keep 


track of than the federal Office of 
Education and thus can do a better 
job of tracking delinquent loans, Har- 
rison said. 


Banks and other private lenders

liner with 258 persons — including

Americans

takeoff from Athens Sunday and di- 
verted it to Benghazi. Libya. Air 
France said the plane later took off 
and after 5'i hours landed in Enteb- 
be. Uganda. 


An Air France official said the hi- 


jacked plane took off from Benghazi 
after refueling with all the passen- 
gers, except one British woman, suf- 


fering from 
an undisclosed illness, 


who was allowed to get off. 


Eighty-three Israelis were among 


the passengers when the plane took 
off from Tel Aviv but Israeli Trans- 
port Minister Gad Yacobi said on na- 
tional television there were only about 
70 still aboard at the time of the hi- 
jack. 


Yacobi said there were seven hija- 


ckers, five of them transit passengers 
who boarded in Tel Aviv. 


The plane, Air France Flight 139 en 


route from Tel Aviv to Paris, was 
seized less than 30 minutes after the 
stopover in Athens. 


Air France spokesmen said 246 pas- 


sengers — including at least 9 Ameri- 
cans — and 12 crew members were 
aboard the 300B4 airbus at the time of 
the hijacking. The European-manufac- 
tured twin-jet plane carried 83 Israelis 
when it left Tel Aviv. 


Air France said the hijackers identi- 


fied themselves in Libya as members 
of the Popular Front for the liberation 
of Palestine — an extremist group 


that broke several years ago from the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 


Air France said Libyan army troops 


surrounded the plane when it landed 
at B e n g h a z i . Libyan authorities 
boarded the plane several hours later 
to begin negotiations with the hijac- 
kers. 


An Air France'spokesman said the 


plane departed 
Ben-Gurion 
Inter- 


national Airport at Tel Aviv at 8:50 
a.m. (1:50 a.m. CDT^ with 223 passen- 
gers aboard. 


The spokesman said 33 passengers 


disembarked at Athens but 56 new 
passengers boarded there, including 9 
Americans. 


"I would not be a bit surprised if 


the hijackers boarded in Athena,'' an 
airport official in Athens said. 


He said the airport's western ter- 


minal, used for international flights, 
is m a state of chaos because of a 
strike of airport personnel. 


"It is impossible to control passen- 


gers running from one section of the 
terminal to the next, passing into the 
transit area unchecked or unnoticed 


and in a position to hand over weap- 
ons to potential hijackers," the offi- 
cial said. 


Greek police said n large number of 


Palestinian and Libyan visitors ar- 
rived in Athens in the past few weeks 
and security men suspected some of 
them may have been sent to Greece 
to prepare the hijacking. 


Israeli Transport Minister Gad \a- 


cobi in Tel Aviv denounced the hijack- 
ing as ''a very grave incident and a 
violation of the elementary rules of 
civil aviation,'' 


Site called loo hazardous 
Fourth of July landing on 
Mars by Viking 1 delayed 


PASADENIA. Calif. <UPI>—A July Fourth landing on 


Mars by Viking I has been scrapped because photo- 
graphs indicate the planned landing site would be too 
Hazardous, the project head at Jet Propulsion Labora- 
tory said Sunday. 


The landing was officially postponed late Saturday 


night following closer examination of photographs of the 
Martian surface. 


"After careful examination of the landing site . . . we 


have decided the AI area that we have been planning 
on appears to have too many unknowns and could ap- 
pear hazardous," said James S. Martin, Viking project 
manager 


"We are delaying the landing to examine additional 


sites." 


Martin said some of the project scientists objected to 


the postponement, saying the photographs sent back by 
Viking 1 Indicate the landing site is "satisfactory." 


However, other scientists feared Viking 1 would he 


severely damaged by knobs, craters, debris blasted 
from craters and huge boulders. 


Other landing sites will be examined, Martin said, 


beginning with a section northwest of the original site 
followed by the A2, Bl and Cl areas. 


Martin said if examinations indicate A2, halfway 


across the planet from the original site, would be the 


best site, a touchdown could be expected July 22 or 23. 


He said scientists are also looking for a possible land- 


ing site for Viking 2, which is hurling toward the red 
planet and scheduled to orbit Aug. 7 and land Sept. 4. 


"It may turn out that after examination of the four 


areas we can conclude that we don't understand Mars 
at all ... or that all areas of Mars arc very likely to be 
bad in the sense of not being as good as we'd like," said 
Martin. 


"One possible conclusion ... is that all areas of Mars 


are likely to be rough and that's the kind of situation we 
will have to live with. In that case we can decide to go 
back to Al and then would land somewhere between 
July 8 and 12. 


"We have ruled out fa landing for the) Fourth of 


July. That opportunity is no longer with us. We believe 
we must examine the additional areas to increase our 
understanding of the planet." 


If no landing site is found by the time Viking 2 Is 


ready to go into orbit, Martin said, Viking 1's landing 
will have to be further delayed. 


Martin said not one single factor motivated scientists' 


decisions to delay the landing. 


"Things have gone fantastically well," said Martin. 


"I am disappointed as are many people. But we've al- 
ways had in the back of our minds that Mars would not 
cooperate. And I would say it has not."

Pay phone costs seen at 25 cents 


The chairman of the American Telephone and Telegraph Co. said 


Sunday a pay telephone call probably will cost a quarter in most 
places. John deButts also said home telephone bills would continue 
to rise if Inflation returned to 6 per cent or more. Asked if pay 
phones would jump to a quarter, deButts told U.S. News and World 
Report, "Possibly." He said that in 14 states pay-booth rates have 
pone beyond !0 cents. "In a couple of states," deButts said, "we're 
asking for increases to 25 cents, but I don't know how good the 
prospects are." As for home phones, the AT&T chairman said, "We 
can stand an inflation rate of 3 to 4 per cent in a year and absorb it 
through improved productivity.

Congress girds for appropriation bills 


Congress planned late-night sessions this week to pass appropria- 


tions needed to keep government agencies operating past June 30 
and consider a tax bill to provide the money. House-Senate confer- 
ees will shuttle between conference rooms and the floors for votes. 
Some will appear on the floor after dark in tuxedoes, ready to dash 
to a party after the last vote. The Senate isn't holding hearings on 
other legislation at all under orders from Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield, who hopes his last year won't be marked by the con- 
fusion that usually attends the budget process.

Dutch tourists on a group tour. 


A black-haired American girl who 


refused to give her name walked up to 


a Red Cross worker, dazed and 
bloody, her face tearstreaked, and 
pleaded for help finding her girl trav- 
el mate who had been missing for two 
hours.

Ford opens 7-nation economic summit 


DORADO, Puerto Rico (UPI) 
- 


President Ford opened a seven-nation 
economic summit conference Sunday 
with an appeal to the leaders of the 
major 
non-Communist 
nations 
to 


shape the future rather than to react 
to problems after they arise. 


Ford told the visiting heads of 


state from Western Germany, Japan, 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Can- 
ada that they were confronting mu- 
tual economic problems to provide "a 
more secure and prosperous world.'' 


The leaders, flanked by their for- 


eign and finance ministers, sat at a 
seven-sided table in a room at the Do- 
rado Beach resort that overlooked1 the 
Atlantic Ocean. 


As they met, thousands of Puerto 


Ricans massed outside the gates — 
and under heavy security — to dem- 
onstrate for independence of Puerto 
Rico, a Commonwealth of the United 
States. 


The protestors were held behind 


fences and guarded by armed police- 
men spaced every 10 yards. Security 
forces were bolstered by a large con- 
tingent of White House policemen 
flown to Puerto Rico from Washing- 
ton. 


A second protest rally was staged in 


downtown San Juan, 20 miles east of 
Dorado. 


"The complexity of our nations' eco- 


nomies, means that we as leaders 
cannot afford to allow major diffi- 
culties to arise and then, by dramatic 
meetings, attempt to resolve them," 


Ford said. 


"It requires instead that we concert 


our efforts to prevent problems from 
arising in the first place — to shape 
the future rather than reacting to it." 


Meeting with Ford were Chancellor 


Helmut Schmidt of West Germany, 
Prime Minister James Callaghan of 
Great Britain, Prime Minister Takeo 
Mild of Japan, President Valery Gis- 
card d'Estaing of France, Caretaker 
Prime Minister Aldo More of Italy 


and Prime Minister Pierre Elhol 
Trudeau of Canada. 


Trudeau and Giscard arrived Sun- 


day. The others joined Ford Saturday. 


The major topic on the agenda was 


how the seven nations can cooperate 
to prevent the current economic re- 
covery from accelerating into another 
boom-bust cycle. It is a follow-up to a 
six-nation summit, to which Canada 
was not 
invited, 
at 
Rambouillet, 


France, last November. 


Railway officials said "it was not

Fighting engulfs Beirut; rockets destroy jetliner 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UP!) — Rock- 


ets fired from right-wing Christian po- 
sitions in the hills overlooking Beirut 
International 
Airport destroyed 
a 


Middle Eat>t Airline jet passenger 
plqne Sunday, killing the four-man 
crew and forcing the airport to close. 


Much of the city of Beirut was en- 


gulfed in new fighting which spread 
from the Christian Phalangists' six- 
day old siege of two Palestinian refu- 
ge* camps into the business and port 
areas where house-to-house battles 
added to the terror of residents with- 


out power or water and threatened by 
typhoid epidemics. 


The battle for the two refugee 


camps was in its sixth day and both 
sides agreed it was the heaviest fight- 
ing of the civil war that has taken 
somewhere between 20,000 and 30,000 
lives. Estimates were that as many as 
900 persons have died in the last six 
days of terror. 


One Middle East Airlines Boeing 720 


parked on the tarmac about 300 yards 
from the main terminal building was 
hit Sunday morning and was still 


sending thick billows of black smoke 
skyward an hour later. The pilot, 
Capt. Zuheir Mikati, was killed with 
three other crewmen. 


The MEA plane was to have taken

Bargaining law 
and harmony 


Your editorial of June 17, "Need 


reason on both sides," touches upon 
several points which should be embel- 
lished upon. You offer a solution of 
the Illinois General Assembly legisla- 
ting public employe collective bar- 
gaining laws to establish 
ground 


rules. This certainly would be a pro- 
gressive step forward, however, it 
must be pointed out that no enacted 
statute can create an atmosphere of 
good faith negotiations between the 
public employer and the public em- 
ployes. TMs atmosphere of honest and 
sincere negotiations between the in- 
terested parties is one that only they 
themselves can institute 


Your statement that the General As- 


sembly has viewed public employe 
leclive bargaining laws unfavorably is 
erroneous. Certain interested forces, 
such as the Daley-backed legislators 
and conservative Republicans in the 
Senate, have been successful in keep- 
ing any bill from being enacted to this 
date. By and large however, it has 
been the policy of the State of Illinois 
to approve public employe collective 
bargaining. Illinois is one of the few 
major northern industrial states that 
still lacks a collective bargaining bill. 


IN THE WHEELING situation, your 


editorial is correct for indicating that 
a strained climate exists. The police 
and firemen of this community have 
continuously acted responsibly, while 
the political officials have not. The ac- 
tions of the village trustees, until now, 
can only be categorized as callous, 
unresponsive and creative of the pre- 
sent volatile state of affairs. The em- 
ployes have 
constantly 
requested 


meetings, while the trustees violate 
previous agreements and take actions 
to eliminate employe benefits, such as 
their credit union. 


Labor negotiations within a demo- 


cratic society will always remain an 
adversary relationship. It does not, 
however, have to be an antagonistic 
one. Harmonious relationships, with 
mechanisms for dispute solving, can 
be established. The impediment to 
such relationships has always been 
the Kingly attitude of political offi- 
cials and a servile posture toward 
their empllyes. 


It is almost history repeating itself, 


as politicians act like the corporate 
magnates of times past. Hopefully, 
they too will become part of the 
twentieth century and realize that the 
right to collective bargaining and 
worker self-representation is an in- 
tegral part of our democracy and one 
which assists the democratic process 
of our country to continue to function.

"Would you buy someone else's 


headache?" 


That's probably the most common 


question — answered in the negative 
— that deters us from buying a used 
car. There's a general assumption, of- 
ten erroneous, that no one gets rid of 
a car unless it's loaded with prob- 
lems. 


While this may be true in many 


cases, people do frequently trade in 
their cars every two or three years as 
a matter of habit, even if they're in 
fine condition. Also, many folks will 
get rid of an old car wrongly thinking 
that it has serious problems, when in 
fact it may only have simple flaws, 
easily correctable. 


CASE IN POINT: a non-automotive- 


minded friend observed some strange 
malfunctions in his car's electrical 
system. One mechanic diagnosed it as 
a serious problem and suggested a 
complete overhaul of the system, for 
a $60 to $100 tab. This almost con- 
vinced the friend to trade the car in, 
but another mechanic found the real 
problem: a 20-cent fuse had blown 
and needed replacement. 


Some careful shopping can disclose 


good used-car buys, and substantial 
transportation dollars can be saved. 
But if you're like most folks, including 
myself, you'll need the advice of a 
trusted mechanic to evaluate the con- 
dition of the car; and a visit to a body 
shop or two might also be in order. 
Paying a reasonable fee to such fel- 
lows can help insure that you're get- 
ting the best buy for your money. 


Many areas of normal wear and 


tear can be cosmetically covered thus 
giving the used car a better appear- 
ance than it had on trade-in day. 
While the profit margin to the dealer 
may not allow him to do a complete 
overhaul, he can, at minimal cost, 
disguise anh of the worn-and-torn as- 
pects, 


Examples: 
new covers on 
the 


brake and clutch pedals can make 
them look good as new, when in fact 
very worn pedals can indicate ex- 
cessive wear on the brakes and 
clutch. A quick steam-cleaning of the 
engine can make it sparkle, when in 
fact it may sputter when put to use. A

cleanup of the battery may look reas- 
suring to an uninformed buyer, when 
in fact much of the wiring in the sys- 
tem may be worn or corroded, spell- 
ing troubles in the future. 


Hidden under cosmetic retouching 


may be more serious flaws tnat your 
own mechanic or body shop can de- 
tect. Ripples and dents may have 
been retouched and covered up — 


they may not have been serious, but a 
substantial whack could have caused 
severe internal problems that may not 
surface until after your warranty has 
expired. A body shop examination 
might be able to determine if such is 
the case. 


POOR MAINTENANCE by the pre- 


vious owner, perhaps even undetected 
by the dealer, could mean costly prob- 


lems for you: for example, lack of 
proper care could mean an early de- 
mise for 
I he braking system, the 


transmission, even the engine itself. 
Your mechanic, testing the car both 
at resit and on the road, should be 
able to pinpoint future dangers, and 
the cost of fixing them, either before 
or after the problem occurs. 


Check the warranty most carefully. 


Some dealers may offer an extended 
plan, for an added fee, which could 
remove many potential headaches. If 
they do offer 
an extended plan, 


there's a good chance they'll put the 
car into better running condition in 
order to minimize claims on the ex- 
tended warranty.

Gas price hike expected for holiday 


Another holiday weekend is coming 


up, complete 
with rising 
gasoline 


prices. 


Holiday-bound motorists will find 


more than ever that it pays to shop 
for 
gasoline 
prices, said Herbert 


Hugo, senior editor of the Platt's Oil- 
gram industry publication, Chicago. 
Hugo said a new, surprising trend in 
the gasoline market is the split in 
area leaded and unleaded fuel price 
patterns. 


"There are severe price wars in 


leaded gas," Hugo said. "Some deal- 
ers even lowered their price. But 
what's happening is that if you pull 
into a station and ask for unleaded 
gas, you might pay six to 10 cents 
more 
a 
gallon." 
The traditional 


spread between the fuel prices was 
two cents a gallon. 


PUMP PRICES probably will climb 


one to two cents a gallon during the 
next week, the petroleum expert said. 
"It's not a case of getting gypped. It's 
a case of new supply relationships," 
he said. 


An ample supply of gasoline for the 


July 4 holiday is forecast by Ken Cur- 
tis, Amoco Oil Co. marketing vice 


president, Chicago. Some spot short- 
ages in heavily traveled areas could 
develop, he said. Increased demand 
for gasoline "may mean more im- 
ports at a higher price," said Amoco 
representative Jim Stollard. 


Northwest suburban service station 


owners report an adequate gasoline 
supply for the summer driving season 
and some price increases. Jim Ser- 
vice, owner of the Arco station at the 
corner of Campbell Avenue and Wilke 
Road. Arlington Heights, said the 
wholesale price he pays for fuel rose 
three cents a gallon during the past 
month. "It seems like a constant 
thing," he said Friday. 


Jim Karasis, dealer at the Clark 


service station, 1580 Algonquin Rd., 
Schaumburg, said he wouldn't be sur- 
prised to be notified of a gasoline 
price hike before the holiday weekend. 
Persons are driving more this year 
than in 1975, he said. "It's going to 
come to more money or an alloca- 
tion." Karasis said the public thinks 
gas prices are "a big ripoff. What 
hurts is they think it's the dealer's 
fault."

Finley saga rolls along 
as A's call off strike threat 


THE CHAMP. Al Goibergor came from behind to 
win the Western open with a 4-over-par 288 Sun- 
day at the Butler National golf course in Oakbrook. 
The 38-year-old pro caught leader Bob Dickson on 


the I4fh hole, then went on to win, aided by Joe 
Porter III, who bogeyed -the 17th and double-bo- 
geyed the 18th to finish second.

Oakland A's owner Charlie Finley, 


citing ''the best interests of baseball,'' 
yielded Sunday to player demands 
that he activate outfielder Joe Rudi 
and pitchers Vida Blue and Rollie 
Fingers, thus preventing a strike by 
the rest of his team. 


"It is imperative for the welfare of 


the players involved, baseball and 
baseball fans that I take action that 
will prevent the disruption of the 
game," Finley told newsmen shortly 
after his A's took the field against the 
Minnesota Twins in Oakland. 


The A's had threatened to strike un- 


less Finley returned the three stars, 
Joe Rudi, Vida Blue and Roliie Fin- 
gers, to the active rosier. Finley said 
he made the decision because he had 
been advised that a federal court 
judge would not act on a lawsuit af- 
fecting their status until Aug. 2. 


Finl'ey recently sold the three A's, 


all of whom elected to play out their 
options this year and become free 
agents, to the Boston Red Sox and 
New York Yankees in multi-million 
dollar deals that shocked the sports 
world. However. Baseball Commis- 
sioner Bowie Kuhn nullified the sales, 
returning the players to Oakland in 
what he called the best interests of 
baseball. 


With game time only five minutes 


away. Finley, from his Chicago office, 
issued a statement saying, "Since all 
members of the American League 
have agreed not to protest any of the 
games in which these players (Joe 
Rudi, Rollie Fingers and Vida Blue) 
will appear, I have decided to ac- 
quiesce to Commissioner 
(Bowie) 


Kuhn's directive regarding the play- 
ing of the three players already sold 
by the Athletics." 


Finley said his $10 million suit filed 


against Kuhn and baseball last week 
in protesting the sale ban would not 
get under way before Aug. 2. 


"It is imperative for the welfare of 


the players involved, baseball and 
baseball fans that I take action that 
will prevent the disruption of the 
game," he said. 


"Since all members of the Ameri- 


can League have agreed not to protest 
games in which these players appear, 
I have decided to acquiesce," Finley 
said at the news conference. 


"I am in complete sympathy with 


the three players Involved — especial- 
ly sauce it is through no fault of theirs 
that this situation has occurred." 


The strike would have been only the 


second

league history and, ironically, both 
actions involved the A's. In 1912, Det- 
roit refused to take the field against 
the Philadelphia A's in protest of ti» 
suspension of Ty Cobb and it resulted 
in the Tigers fielding a makeshift line- 
up of collegians and semi-pro players.

Mo- 
menls before Finley's statement was 
released, a loud roar came through 
(he doors and the A's players, smil- 
ing, ran out on to the field. 


They were greeted by cheers from

Geiberger's experience 
key to Open victory

OAKBROOK — If one reason had to be given as to why Al 


Geiberger won the 73rd Western Open here Sunday, it would have 
to be experience. 


"Who 
was it that wrote thai it was a ho-hum tournament?" asked 


Geiberger as he held court in the Butler National press room. 
"Raise your hand. All I've got to say is >ou haven't watched 
enough tournaments. 


"It looked like it from the outside when you see five shots or 


whatever it is, but the pros know different. They know you can lose 
5, 6 or 7 shots easily. Usually when a player leads by three or four 
shots, most of the time he loses that lead during the final round and 
wins it back the majority of the time." 


Geiberger poked fun at one of the Chicago writers who wrote the 


tourney off. giving Bob Dickson (he victory after lie held a five- 
stroke lead Saturday night. But Geiberger, a shrewd 17-year veter- 
an, hadn't conceded anything to Dickson, who hasn't won since 
1073. 


"I wasn't rooting against Dickson because Bob's a good friend of 


mine," said Geiberger, who was paired with the three-round leader 
for the final, tension-packed 18 holes. 


"I really would have liked to have seen him win. It looked like I 


wanted him to win the way I was going there. Everytime I had a 
chance to do something the last few days, it seemed like I would 
miss a putt or miss a shot or bogey a hole. I just did something that 
left me back of him too far. 


"One of the hardest things is to get way out in front and sustain a 


lead like that and keep going. Especially on this course . . . It can 
jump right up and grab you." 


Dickson at one time held a seven-stroke lead on Geiberger after 


he double bogeyed the par 4 fourth hole. The new champ said his 
game plan was to be more conservative. When he left it and tried 
to go for the win, he found the trap. His next shot stayed in the 
bunker when he tried to finesse it too much. 


"This course is so tough that evcrytime you try to go at it (shoot- 


ing for the pins), you get nailed. You need good shots, but you can't 
get bold and aggressive here. But I didn't think it (his conservative 
game plan) was going to work. Then, all of a sudden, I was fa tlio 
lead there and I just couldn't believe It. I've had weeks where I've

while he was sleeping off a drunk. Still others have tried to throw a 
letter-high fastball past Henry Aaron with the bases loaded. Others 
have tried to pitch seven days a week. 


But no one — certainly no one right-handed — ever made a 


mistake than the pitcher, Jim Lonborg, did on the eve of Christmas 
in 1967. It was major league all the way. 


What Lonborg did wasn't immoral, illegal or abnormal — it was 


just stupid. He went skiing. 


Now. skiing is n fine sport for anyone who can make his living in 


a cast. It is no sport for anyone who has to walk to work — and run 
when he gets there. Canyon jumps are ns advisable. Before a nov- 
ice takes up skiing he should ask himself if he can live the rest of 
Us life with a spiral fracture. Or, more importantly, if he won't 
need his right arm for a year or two. 


Christmas week of 1967, Jim Lonborg was not just any old pitch-. 


er. He was the Cy Young Award winner, he had Just pitched the 
Red Sox into the World Series — where he came within four outs of 
pitching the second no-hitter in Series history. There were two out 
in the eighth inning of the second game against the Cardinals be- 
fore Dal Maxvill, of all people, got the only hit off Lonborg in the 
game. Four days later, the Cardinals got only three hits off Lon- 
borg in the fifth game and the four hits In two games was a 
Series record. 


What this million-dollar baseball talent was doing on skis is 


something for a psychiatrist to answer. He would have been better 
off in the Indy 500.

As Lonhorg reconstructed the fateful day at Heavenly Valley in 


Lake Tahoe, it was snowing and the party of skiers had gone down 
the back side of the mountain out of even earshot of the chairlifts 
on the other side. They had to climblaboriouslythroughdeep 
powder snow up the mountain and down the other side. They were 
tired when they begaui their descent on skis to the top of the lifts. 


Any skier could fill in the blanks thereafter. An edge caught, a 


binding snapped, a leg twisted, and a skier tumbled heavily into the 
snow. Once you're not standing on them, skis become 6-foot turning 
crews of a vise. The American League pennant wenl: tumbling 
the mountain. Ligaments popped like banjo strings. 


Lonborg went from Cy Young to So What? From 22-9 in 1967 with 


246 strikeouts to 6-10 in 1968 with 73 strikeouts. All of a sudden, he 
wasn't pitching in a World Series; he was pitching in Louisville. 


You don't only pitch with your arm. You pitch with your head, 


arm, legs, back — even toes. Guys can throw with only three 
fingers. But they need both knees. Lonborg was one short. 


But the story of Lonborg Is not that his career ended on that slope 


in Tahoe in 1967, it's that it didn't. The Red Sox wrote him off, 
although they wondered aloud what a Stanford graduate was doing 


putting his career on a pair of waxed slats and sending It careening 
down a mountain. The Red Sox shipped him and George Scott and 
Ken Brett and others to Milwaukee for a bunch of forgettables like 
Lew Kransse and Pat Skrable and Tommy Harper and Marty 
Paitin in 1971. 


The only guy who didn't believe he had left his fastball in a snow 


bank in the Sierra Nevada was Jim Lonborg. Managers hinted that 
now was the time for him to take up skiing. Fans asked him why he 
didn't slalom the ball. But Lonborg was obstinate. Batters are not 
downhill runs. They respond to guile the same way as guys at a 
carnival shell game. 


A famous crack attributed to Lonborg during the 1967 World 


Series came when he was icng his arm down after a victory and a 
reporter wanted to know if pitching wasn't more cerebral than 
physical. "If it was," cracked Lonborg, "I'd be icing my head 
instead of my arm." But the facts of the matter are that Jim may 
put his head in a bucket of ice any night now. The pitches don't 
arrive as fast as they used to but they arrive in unexpected loca- 
tions. 


He has become the key to the Philadelphia Phillis' pennant 


hopes. He came to the Phils in 1973. In 1974, he pitched 16 complete 
games — one more than than he had in his Cy Young season. 


Lonborgs off to a great start this year. His ERA average is 2.6. 


If the Phils win the pennant — or, maybe, even if they don't — fie 
may become the first pitcher in history to win the Cy Young Award 
England farmhouse. 


If he does, you can bet he'll spend the winter at sea level, and 


wearing nothing larger than a size-10 with wing tips. And the only 
snow he'll see will be through the window of his 200-year-old New 
England farmnouse.

In Holua Stadium, the day before

He has 
called Tom Okker a "bleeping Jew" 
in a match in Los Angeles. He com- 
plained about 20,000 Jews watching 
him when he played against Harold 
Solomon in Maryland, and was later 
forced to apologize for his remarks. 


And yet the mercurial Hie has his 


own 
super-sensitivity that's easily 


scratched. He is quickly aroused by 
questions about 1) his disruptive an- 
tics on the court and 2) his status with 
the Romanian government. 


"What you call antics!" he fumed 


when the subject was brought up after 
he won the $100,000 outright by beat- 
ing Ashe in five sets. There had been 
a 30-second clock in operation to 
make sure Nasty's tactics 
—• he 


fumed at linesmen as he usually does 
and he gave Ashe the finger (a Roma- 
nian version of Hook-'em-horns) three 
times — didn't interrupt play. 


"You can breathe. You can take 


your pants off. Long as you play by 
clock." 


Nastase is a tennis player with rab- 


bit ears. He hit a tentative overhead 
shot 
and yelled to himself 
dep- 


recatingly, "Just like my wife." He 
walked around in a circle shaking his 
head. From the stands a voice rangg 
out, "Why don't you play tennis?" 


Nasty, getting ready to toss up a 


serve, yelled back, "What the hell you 
think I'm doing?" 


It has become fashionable to enlist 


psychiatrists, 
psychologists 
and 


soothsayers to analyze the turbulent 
behavioral patterns of this man who 
has let his tirades disturb the effec- 
tiveness of his play. 


Ion Tiriac, another Romanian fire- 


brand who used to help Nasty with his 
game, says, "Nastase does not have a 
brain; he has a bird fluttering around 
in his head." 


That bird is a little disturbed right 


now because the Romanian govern- 
ment has shown some displeasure 
with its No. 1 player. He defied a cab- 
led order to join its Davis Cup team 
in England, preferring to shoot in- 
stead for the $100,000 first prize in this 
WCT extravaganza. 


"I get more publicity for Romania," 


he explained, "playing here before 30 
million people on TV than 200 people 
in England." 


He bridled at the idea his govern- 


ment might be hassling him. "If I 
have a problem," he sputtered, "it's 
my problem." But he flew off sudden- 
ly, ignoring his contract with the Ha- 
waiian Leis of World Team Tennis, to 
return to Romania. 


Nastase, who is married to a beau- 


tiful Belgian woman and has an infant 
daughter does not actually live in his 
native Bucharest any longer, though 
he retains citizenship. Ostensibly, he 
accepted a $125,000 WTT contract so 
that he and Dominique and the baby 
could roost in one place, Honolulu, 
for a few months. But his wife and 
child never came to Hawaii from Eu- 
rope and there have been strong hints 
of marital discord. 


His companion, and a settling in- 


fluence, is a Romanian expatriate 
named Mitch who once lived in Vene- 
zuela and now operates out of New 
York. 


The positive facet of Nastase is that 


he generates excitement in a sport 
where its personalities seem mostly to 
be hacked out of cardboard. When he 
plays, as he will, at Wimbledon or 
Forest Hills, it becomes an event.

turers concede that cotton is no 
longer The King, high costs could 
mean that cotton will become the 
snob fabric of the future. 


But all manufacturers agree 


that cotton will not replace syn- 
thetics. 


Easy care has become a way of 


life for Americans, and while all 
cotton is presently enjoying an ap- 
preciable measure 
of renewed 


popularity, the performance of 
synthetics outweighs the comfort 
of colton. 


Home ec's more than 
pie pans and patterns

Jan Lochary may cook a mean spa- 


ghetti sauce, but this award-winning 
Schaumburg home economics teacher 
thinks there's a lot more to the busi- 
ness than pie pans and patterns, and 
she's proving it in an innovative pro- 
gram at Elgin High School. 


Mrs. Lochary, 124 Winslow Ln., 


recently was named outstanding sec- 
ondary educator in Kane County for 
her development of courses on "The 
Individual," "Human Relationships" 
and "Lifestyles" — hardly traditional 
home ec fare. But the courses have 
attracted nearly 270 students each 
year since Mrs. Lochary's arrival in 
1972, and the bubbly young instructor 
says her accomplishments are "easy 
— what better way to capture interest 
than to create a class that revolves 
around the students?" 


CAPTURING students' interest has 


been a 15-year occupation for Mrs. 
Lochary, a native of Ohio and mother 
of two teenage children. She gradu- 
ated from Ohio University, but has 
been "going to school forever" since 
then and is now working on her mas- 
ter's degree from George Williams 
College_ in Downers Grove. Although 
she has always been interested in 
clothing and did teach sewing her 
first year, she is quick to point out 
that ''the old stereotype of stitchers 
and sewers just isn't true anymore. 
Home ec these days emphasizes a lot 
more than skills." 


Mrs. 
Lochary proudly notes her 


classes "could be in just about any 
department — and about half the 
classes are guys." The teaching mate- 
rial ranges from videotapes of popu- 
lar television programs to more tradi- 
tional textbooks, but the scope and 
focus of the courses change as rapidly 
as the lifestyles they examine, Mrs. 
Lochary reports. 


"The kids themselves help evaluate 


the program every year," Mrs. Loch- 
ary says. "When I was teaching 10 
years ago, marriage in high school 
wasn't a big issue, but Elgin is a 
small town and high school marriages 
are fairly common. It's one of the rea- 
sons the kids need to be informed." 


WHILE MRS. LOCHARY'S classes 


deal with such ambiguous topics as 
"who am I" and "how do-I get along 
with my parents," she says she and 
the rest of today's teachers must be 
more prepared1 on a wider variety of 
subjects than their predecessors who 
dealt with more concrete ABC's. 


"The days when you could use the 


same basic lesson plan year after 
year are gone forever," she says with 
a smile. "Kids are a tough audience 
today — they're more aware and will- 
ing to challenge a teacher — so I 
think teachers are more willing to go 
that extra mile today." 


Part of Mrs. Lochary's own "Extra 


mile" was the development of a pro- 
gram for teacher aides in which high 
school students served as tutors for 
mentary and junior high schools, 
nursing homes, and preschools in the 
area. Although the program was cut 
due to a lack of funds, Mrs. Lochary 
reports the participation was "just 
great."

Mrs Lochary's penchant for 
teaching shines through. She loves 
teaching adolescents because "it's one 
of the most exciting and scary ages. 
It's a great feeling to know I've 
helped a person develop.'' 


"I'm \ery, very fortunate," Mrs. 


Lochary says with a wide smile. "I'm 
one of those rare people who have 
found exactly what they wanted to do, 
and have been able to go out and do 
it." 


Early start on wedding gown won't hurt fabrics 


Dear Eunice Farmer, 


I will be making the wedding gown 


for my future daughter-in-law for a 
September wedding. The gown is to 
be made of satin with a taffeta slip. 
Will the lace and satin turn yellow if I 
begin this big project now since I will 
need a lot of time for it? —Mrs. J. E. 


DearMrs.J.E,, 


By all means, begin early — this is 


more work than you would imagine. 
The satin, taffeta and any lace you 
might applique on the gown will not 
change color in a matter of months. 
The color might deepen if you pack it 
away for 20 years or more. 


One tip for working with wedding 


gowns or bridesmaids' dresses is to 
leave the final fitting for the last min- 
ute. Most brides lose a few pounds 
right before the wedding because of 
rushing around, and going to parties. 
Leave the side seams basted, but not 
stitched until the last minute. This 
could mean only about !4 inch in the 
waist area. The hem can be finished. 


When working with reembroidered 


lace, remember that you won't have 
to throw away any of this beautiful 
lace. You can applique any left-over 
lace on the veil or shoes. Simply use a 
loose running stitch. There is no need 
to overcast any of the lace edges be- 
cause the reembroidery keeps the 
lace in shape.•

Dear Readers, 


Mrs. Carmella S. has sent me the 


following idea and I thought it was so 


good I would like to pass il/on to you, 
just as she presented it to me. Before 
I begin, may I thank Carmella, and I 
hope that more of you will share your 
good ideas with all of us. 


"I have been making picnic lable 


and bench covers for myself and 
friends for years. They make mar- 
velous gifts and everyone loves them. 


"For a six-foot table and two ben- 


ches you'll need five yards of fabric, 
preferably permanent press and in a 
colorful print. Cut in half, leaving two 
lengths of two yards each. Slit one 
piece in half the long way (these will 
be the two lengths needed for the ben- 
ches). 


"Check the size with your table and 


benches, allowing enough fabric to 
wrap around the width of the boards 
plus about four inches extra to lap 
around the edges. Round off the cor- 
ners. Stitch a casing around all the 
pieces (this could be done simply with 
bias fold tape), then insert elastic. I 
do this in one operation, but you can 
use a small safety pin for the elastic. 


"Be sure to check the length of the 


table before purchasing your fabric. If 
the table is only five feet long, you 
will only need four yards of fabric. 
You'll love these covers — you don't 
have to wipe off table and benches for 
each cook-out, they can be washed af- 
ter each use, they're beautiful and 
best of all, they won't blow away!"

Dear Eunice Farmer, 


I just love your column because you 


have given me so much courage to do 
things that I would have been afraid 
to try before. I love the way you keep 
us informed on the newest details 
found on ready-to-wear so that we 
may copy them. 


My question concerns the lettuce 


leaf edging for scarves. I have had 
beautiful results following your in- 
structions. However, when I come to 
the corners, I find the fabric gets 
chewed up and often pulls down to- 
wards the bobbin, causing an awful 
mess of tangled threads. How can we 
turn the corner and have them look as 
nice as the other edges? —Nancy R. 


Dear Nancy, 


Thanks for your beautiful words. I 


just want all of you to keep the letters 
coming to me with your questions and 
suggestions. This column is for you, 
but I can only help you if you let me 
know your problems. Those of the 
most general nature and the most of- 
ten asked questions will be answered 
in my column. So please sit down, jot 
off a note or a postcard and let me 
help you. 


There is a way to turn corners when 


hemming, overcasting or whatever. 
You can thread a separate needle 
with a double thread, knotted on the 
end. When you come to a corner, lift 
the presser foot, take a stitch from 
your needle and thread at the exact 
corner. Then turn the corner, lower 
the presser foot, and as you continue 
your stitching slowly, you must pull 
the extra threads at the corner which 
will prevent the corners from pulling 
down into the template and getting 
knotted and tangled. 


You may also accomplish this by 


stitching to the corner, lifting the 
presser foot and pulling about 6 
inches of both threads out. Don't cut 
them but hold them firmly in your left 
fingers as you lower the presser foot 
and continue to stitch around the cor- 
ner. Then clip the threads when com- 
pleted. 


You will find this little tip very 


handy when machine hemming any- 
thing that requires turning the cor- 
ners.

asking. What prevented many from 
succeeding was lack of money. The 
Homestead Act, passed by Congress 
in Ili(i2, helped considerably in this re- 
gard. 


The Homestead 
Act provided 
Mil) 


acres of land free to any adult cili/on 
or alien intending to become a citixen'. 
All the settler had to do was pay a $13 
filing fee. live on the land for five 
years and improve it. Usually the set- 
tler, soon to be called a homesteader, 
would build a modest house, a barn, 
corral and fence at least part of his 
laud. In five years he could get a final 
title to the land by filing a few papers 
and paying from $2B to $34 in fees. 


The Homestead Act was a noble ef- 


fort to encourage farmers — the back-

bone of tilth-century America — to 
settle vast stretches of public lands. 
And it succeeded, over the next 40 
years, in distributing more than 100 
million acres, providing new homes 
and farms for about 500,000 families. 


But the Homestead Act brought dis- 


appointment to many fanners, who 
still had a very hard time making 
ends meet. Fencing materials, water, 
machinery and sturdy livestock were 
all expensive necessities. Many home- 
steaders 
simply 
could 
not 
make 


enough money from the crops of their 
small farms to support such costs. 
And so there were families whose 
years of great toil ended in defeat. 


In 1873 the first of many amend- 


ments to the Homestead Act was 
passed. The new measures allowed 
settlers to claim more than 160 acres, 
but unfortunately wealthy land specu- 
lators and others grabbed huge par- 
cels of land in their efforts to control 
the West's natural resources. 
Only 


about 15 per cent of the ublic lands 
to pass into private hands was settled 
by homesteaders. 


By 1900 nearly all the good farming 


land had been sold, and large num- 
bers of people were attracted to life in 
growing cities where jobs were plenti- 


ful. In 1935 President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt withdrew public lands from 
sale or liomesteading, except for those 
in Alaska. And in 1974 the 
home- 


steading program was discontinued 
entirely. 


Public lands have been disposed of 


in various ways in addition to the 
Homestead Act. The railroads re- 
ceived generous grants of land along 
proposed rights of way which encour- 
aged railroad building west of the 
Mississippi River. And millions of 
acres were distributed through such 
legislation as the Timber and Stone 
Act and the Morrill Land Grant Act.

SPLICERS WORK year round in all 


validities of weather. In emergency 
situations, they are on 24-hour call. 
They are represented by the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers and are paid from $158 to 
$299 a week, according to a union 
spokesman. 


To most of us the familiar outward 


signs of their work are barricades in 
the street, pumps and generators and 
a canvas tent. 


But the real job goes on inside the 


manhole. To get there, a splicer must 
"pop" a J25-pound cover, usually 
pump the hole dry, test for the pres- 
ence of dangerous gases and set up a 
suppls of fresh ah*. 


Workers can select either heated or 


cooled air from their portable power 
generators. 


Airpowered chisels make the work 


of cutting through a cable's quarter- 
inch outer lead casing easier than it 
used to be, says Aitosino, a 19-year 
veteran who remembers when spli- 
cers had to use a hand chisel and 
hammer to open a cable. Small scis- 
sors snip telephone wires as easily as 
kite string. 


TO COMPLETE the job, a new lead 


sleeve is fitted around the cable which 
is then repressurized for added pro- 
tection from the underground ele- 
ments. 


By pressurizing the cables, moni- 


tors are able to detect breaks in the 
conduit before telephone lines are 
damaged and put out of commission. 


The splicer's job is essential to the 


operation of the telephone company. 
Workers are trained in the classroom 
and on the job as apprentices before 
they are certified as splicers. 


"A lot of the job is common sense 


and knowing what you're doing," Al- 
tonsino says, two elements needed to 
succeed in just about every job.

Energy research lacking: study 


by RICHARD HUGHES 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Private cor- 


porations are not fully using their re- 
search, manufacturing and marketing 
expertise to develop alternate sources 
of energy and instead are relying on 
the government for leadership in 
energy development, according to a 
study released Sunday. 


The study, a three-year project cost- 


ing $70,000, was completed by a non- 
profit energy research organization, 
INFORM. About a third of the funding 
was provided by the federal Energy 
Research and Development Adminis- 
tration. 


"The most startling fact which IN- 


FORM discovered is that, even though 
industry 
will eventually 
research, 


manufacture and market alternative 
systems, industry, for the present, is 
not the prime mover in energy devel- 
opment," the study's authors said. 


"IN GENERAL, corporations work 


on technologies best suited to their 
short-term interests. They do not re- 
search and develop energy tech- 
nologies to solve national problems. 
They are mainly interested in pre- 
serving and extending the market for 
their products, which are often in 
competition with other energy tech- 
nologies." 


Joanna Underwood, director of IN- 


FORM, said 142 corporations with in- 
terests in various aspects of energy 
development were surveyed, along 
with various government agencies

The 800- 
page study is believed to be the most 
extensive examination of alternate 
energy resources compiled. 


Stewart Herman, the co-author of 


the study, said that while the 142 com- 
panies surveyed are involved in 207 
energy development projects, 
from 


solar cooling and heating to coal gasi- 
fication and liquification and trash-to- 
energy conversion, few were willing 
proceed without government assis- 
tance. The study reveals "there is a 
tremendous variety of technology" 
available in the private sector, he 
said. 


- BUT. HERMAN added, "the key to 
what technology would be developed 
lies in the hands of the federal goven- 
ment and not private companies" be- 
cause corporations are unwilling to 
spend the vast sums of money needed 
for commercial development unless 
the government assumes some of the 
risks, deregulates gas and oil prices, 
can guarantee a market and adjusts 
environmental standards. 


" 'It all depends on what the gov- 


ernment does' was the 
comment 


heard most often, in one way or an- 
other," he said. 


Private corporations, he said, "are 


becoming more and more dependent 
on federal funding, enmeshed in gov- 
ernment procedures and reacting to 
government policies."

Fight against 'suburban slum' demands unity: Mikva 


"Nobody wants a suburban slum," 


t" S. Rep. Abner J. Mik\a. D-lOlh, 
said Saturday in his opening remarks 
to members of the neu ly created task 
force on the unincorporated area of 
Mai no Township. 


Mikva, who formed and chaired the 


task force, said the purpose of Satur- 
day's meeting was to "unify our ef- 
forts" in solving some of the problems 
faced by residents of unincorporated 
Miime Township 


Residents of the area, bounded on 


the east by Washington Street, on the 
south 
b> Dempster Street, on the 


north by Central Road and on the 
west by the Tri-State Toll way, have 
complained about housing conditions, 
police protection and water service in 
the area. The population of the area is 
estimated 
at 
between 
23,000 
and 


33.1100. 


Saturday, representatives of home- 


owners' and renters' groups in the 
area and representatives from county 
and municipal governments discussed 
the problem. 


ONE or THE most vocal groups 


has been The Greens Tenants Assn. 
Patton Feichter, group representa- 
tive, said the condition of the apart- 
ment complex at 8884 Stevens Dr. is 
deteriorating and it's "a condition 
that will spill over into surrounding 
communities" if it is not remedied. 


According to a survey 
of The 


Greens residents last December, 38 
per cent said there were rodents and 
roaches in the apartments; 88.8 per 
cent said the drinking water was rus- 
ty, odorous and full of sediment; 85 
per 
cent 
said security was 
in- 


adequate; and 28 per cent said they 


had been victims of burglary or van- 
dalism. 


Al Marks, representing the Ballard 


Park Terrace area, part of which is 
incorporated into Niles, said he does 
not like to walk a few blocks from his 
home and "see a rapidly growing 
slum." 


"You talk to the county and they 


say it's the state and you talk to the 
state and they say it's the county. It's 
a big run around," Marks said. Secur- 
ity is inadequate, he said, noting there 
are only two patrolmen on each shift 
for the entire unincorporated area. 
"We'd like to see the area annexed 
into the various villages," so that bet- 
ter services could be provided, he 
said. 


OTHER RESIDENTS complained 


about sewer water coming in through 


pipes in their homes, flooding and 
zoning abuses. 


One resident complained that in- 


truders had been using their park at 
night leaving beer cans, pot, broken 
glass and hypodermic needles. 


Martin Silbernik, representing Bay 


Colony, a complex of condominiums 
bordering on Des Plaines, also com- 
plained about conditions and said the 
management has refused to upgrade 
the property to city standards so that 
the area could be annexed. The* has 
been "a lot of animosity from the Des 
Plaines area," residents, he said. 
"They view us as infringing on their 
area." 


Niles Mayor Nicholas Blase sug- 


gested that the residents push the 
county for a housing inspection pro- 
gram that would force landlords to 
upgrade their apartments before they 


could be rented. He also suggested 
that 
the 
residents 
consider 
con- 


tracting for private police service 
through the sheriff's office. 


Blase told residents that although 


the village would be willing to discuss 
the possibility of annexation, the area 
"is not attractive in terms of dollar,!. 
You're not going to find any commu- 
nity chasing and breaking down your 
door to get you to come in." 


His feeling were echoed by Park 


Ridge Mayor Martin Butler. "Much 
as we'd like to embrace all mankind, 
how do we do it?" he asked. 


ARTHUR 
JANURA, representing 


the Cook County Board, said the coun- 
ty wheel tax collected through a ve- 
hicle sticker that residents of unin- 
corporated areas must purchase, only 
"slightly offsets the expense of police 
service." The rest of the expense is 


covered 
by funds collected coun- 


tywide. 


Janura also said the county health 


department has tested the water and 
although it may not be attractive, it is 
safe to drink. He also said the county 
housing department responded to all 
363 complaints from residents of The 
Greens, using up 38 inspector days. 


At the conclusion of Saturday's 


meeting, Mikva called for three more 
meetings: one with the Cook County 
Sheriff's Police department; a second 
with municipal officials, the North- 
eastern Illinois Plan Commission, and 
the Illinois Department of Local Gov- 
ernment Affairs to discuss procedures 
and problems of annexation; and a 
third with water suppliers and repre- 
sentatives from the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District. Dates for the meetings 
have not been set.

waterfowl breeding grounds in Cana- 
da.

in Minnesota early Saturday, before 
Reagan swept all four delegates at 
stake in Idaho, 21 in New Mexico and 
20 in Montana. 


The UPI delegate count Sunday 


showed Ford with 1,064, Reagan with 
994, uncommitted with 103 and 98 to 
be chosen — 25 in Colorado and 18 in 
North Dakota the weekend of July 10- 
11 and 35 in Connecticut and 20 in 
Utah the following weekend. 


In the Democratic race, with only 


five Puerto Rican delegates left to be 
chosen, the UPI count showed Jimmy 
Carter 
had 
1,714, 209 more than 


needed 
for 
the 
nomination 
next 


month. 


NO MATTER who wins the Republi- 


can nomination, the victor will face 
an uphil fight against Carter, who has 
between 53 per cent and 58 per cent of 
the vote, according to all the polls in 
recent weeks. 


The Gallup Poll published Sunday 


showed Carter beating both Ford and 
Regan by 2-1 margins in the South, 
which could return to the Democats 
as a bloc for the first time since Lyn- 
don Johnson's 1964 landslide. 


The poll showed Carter beating 


Ford 63 to 28 per cent in the South

continued existence of ducks. 


During the past 40 years, Ducks Un- 


limited has spent $35 million to make 
the land suitable either by pumping or 
diverting water into the area, or dam- 
ming the water if there is too much. 


When the water suppls on the prop- 


erty is stabilized, cat tails and marsh 
vegetation are planted, 
fire lanes 


(barren areas that block approaching 
fire) are formed around the area, and 
fences are erected to keep dangerous 
animals out. 


DUCKS AND GEESE from all over 


the United States fly into Canada as 
part of their natural migration every 
March. They make a temporary home 
on the 2.2 million acres that Ducks 
Unlimited has developed. There, they 
lay and hatch their eggs, train their 
young and finally migrate south in 
S e p t e m b e r , heading for warmer 
weather in the southern United States. 


Why doesn't Ducks Unlimited work 


to create the same wildlife con- 
servation areas at home? 


Grozik explains the organization ex- 


ists solely on membership fees (which 
are $10 yearly) and contributions. 


"The land preservation is more nec- 


essary in Canada because that is 
where 70 per cent of all North Ameri- 
can water fowl are hatched 
each 


year," he said. 


"If we tried to rely on a federal 


subsidy from the United States, which 
really would be difficult, we could 
only use those funds here in this coun- 
try," he said. 


"It is much more difficult to try and 


lease property here for a long term 
than it is in Canada. Here people want 
to sell their land outright and we just 
don't have that kind of money," Gro- 
zik said. 


The handful of biologists and con- 


servationists who direct Ducks Unlim- 
ited are convinced that what they are 
doing is beneficial to all life in North 
America — human and animal. 


"If you provide healthy habitats, 


you will have healthy wildlife. But, if 
you keep taking the land away and 
developing it, like in this country, you 
leave no natural places for these ani- 
mals to go," Grozik said. 


THE RESEARCH conducted on the 


fowl which migrate to Canada aids 
scientists all over the world, he said.

Wednesdays and Saturdays only. 


The village now limits residents 


with 
odd numbered addresses 
to 


sprinkling to odd numbered clays ol 
the month. Residents with even num- 
bered addresses may water 
their 


lawns on even numbered days. 


Village officials have defined other 


"nonessential" uses of water as those 
"not necessary for the health, safety 
and welfare of residents." including 
filling swimming pooK and washing 
cars. Trustees, however, must deter- 
mine whether the ban against \\ ash- 
ing cars applies to commercial users 
as well as noncommercial. 


\VIIEELI.\G IS following the lead of 


other suburbs 'In considering further 
restriction of sprinkling. Water tables 
in most northwest suburban commu- 
nities continue to drop and summer- 
time demand for water increases. 
Many suburban officials believe wells 
ma> run dry by 1980 unless a strict 
program of water conservation is in- 
stituted. 


Zerkle, who took over as village 


manager this month, said the pro- 
posed sprinkling ordinance will en- 
able the village "to effectively man- 
age the water distribution system at 
critical peak times." 


Zerkle said the primary water de- 


mand in the summer months is lor 
lawn sprinkling and further limiting 
its use would have a significant im- 
pact on conservation.

Reagan sweeps Western delegates

Ronald Reagan, as expected, cap- 


tured all 45 delegates in his western

All Ford could salvage from the 


weekend was a 17-1 delegate victory 
in Minnesota early Saturday, before 
Reagan swept all four delegates at 
stake in Idaho, 21 in New Mexico and 
20 in Montana. 


The UPI delegate count Sunday 


showed Ford with 1,064, Reagan with 
994, uncommitted with 103 and 98 to 
be chosen — 25 in Colorado and 18 in 
North Dakota the weekend of July 10- 
11 and 35 in Connecticut and 20 in 
Utah the following weekend. 


In the Democratic race, with only 


five Puerto Rican delegates left to be 
chosen, the UPI count showed Jimmy 
Carter had 
1,714, 209 more than 


needed 
for 
the 
nomination 
next 


month. 


NO MATTER who wins the Republi- 


can nomination, the victor will face 
an uphil fight against Carter, who has 
between 53 per cent and 58 per cent of 
the vote, according to all the polls in 
recent weeks. 


The Gallup Poll published Sunday 


showed Carter beating both Ford and 
Regan by 2-1 margins in the South, 
which could return to the Democats 
as a bloc for the first time since Lyn- 
don Johnson's 1964 landslide. 


The poll showed Carter beating 


Ford 63 to 28 per cent in the South

Many of America's wetlands, homes 


for clucks and geese, were destroyed 
in the 1920s and 1930s — the result of 
massive land development and long 
drought. The country's waterfowl pop- 
ulation declined sharply to about 30 
million birds because of the situation. 


A group of biologists, hunters and 


concerned citizens was the forerunner 
of Ducks Unlimited. They banded to- 
gether in 1930 to research the problem 
and to come up with a solution. 


THE GROUP adopted its name in 


1937 and since has been leasing land 
from property owners and provincial 
governments in Canada, where it has 
d e v e l o p e d breeding and living 
grounds. 


The projects, scattered throughout 


Canada and ranging in size from 6>ie 
to 512,000 acres, have benefited not 
only ducks and geese but other forms 
of wildlife as well, Grozik said. 


Three hundred species of wild life 


make their homes on the wetland 
projects — everything from deer and 
mo9se to birds and fish — even 
though the organization directs most 
of its energies toward assuring the 
continued existence of ducks. 


During the past 40 years, Ducks Un- 


limited has spent $35 million to make 
the land suitable either by pumping or 
diverting water into the area, or dam- 
ming the water if there is too much. 


When the water suppls on the prop- 


erty is stabilized, cat tails and marsh 
vegetation are planted, fire 
lanes 


(barren areas that block approaching 
fire) are formed around the area, and 
fences are erected to keep dangerous 
animals out. 


DUCKS AND GEESE from all over 


the United States fly into Canada as 
part of their natural migration every 
March. They make a temporary home 
on the 2.2 million acres that Ducks

"This ordinance could be specific 


e n o u g h to be considered 
con- 


stitutional, but its passage . . . would 
always create a risk of litigation. Fur- 
thermore, it is doubtful that this type 
of legislation has any lasting effect on 
the health, safety and welfare of the 
citizens," Burke said 


The ordinance, which was first pro- 


posed in April 1973, defines materials 
harmful to minors as anything that 
has explicit language about nudity, se- 
xual conduct, sexual excitement or 
sadomasochistic abuse. 


It also includes material that ap- 


peals to the prurient interests of mi- 
nors, is offensive to prevailing com- 
munity standards, and is "utterly" 
without redeeming social value for 
minors. 


THE PROPOSED ordinance would 


m a k e it illegal for anyone to1 


knowingly sell, distribute or exhibit 


such material to a minor. This regu- 
lation would apply specifically to pic- 
tures, photos, drawings, sculptures, 
-films, books and records ' 


"All encompassing ordinances ban- 


ning obscenity or obscene products" 
have 
been 
ruled unconstitutional, 


Burke said. He said one federal court 
case "held that any obscenity ordi- 
nance would have to be extremely 
specific before it would be upheld." 


Burke said, however, that the pro- 


posed ordinance "could be specific 
enough" since it "merely prohibits 
sale of obscene objects to minors.'' 


Wlisn the ordinance was proposed in 


1973, the board agreed to take no ac- 
tion unless problems arise with the 
sale of "harmful materials" to per- 
sons under 17. Village officials at that 
time said local merchants already 
were policing the sale of such mate- 
rial to minors.

80-acre developmcnl outlined 
Business center plans 
set for village review 


Plans lor the Buffalo Grove Village 


Center, an 80-acre proposed 
com- 


mercial, oftice. residential and recre- 
ation center, will be reviewed by the 
Buffalo Grove Village Board tonight. 


The plans are the result of a study 


begun in 1974 after projections put the 
population of Buffalo Grove at be- 
tween 50,000 and 60,000 by 1985. 


The business area will be built on 


80-acres bordered by 
111. Rte. 83 


on the east and north, Buffalo Grove 
Road on the west and a proposed ex- 
tension of Lake-Cook Road just north 
of Buffalo Creek on the south 


THE VILLAGE WILL regulate its 


development through restrictive zon- 
ing and the planned construction of 
roads. 


If the board approves the study at 


its 8 p.m meeting today, it will be 
approving a concept, not a specific 
program, Village Pres. Edward Fab- 
ish said. 


The study outlines ways the village 


should regulate traffic and one for 
various uses to make each compatible 
with the overall development. 


It also defines the extent of shop- 


ping facilities office space, recreation 
areas and multi-family housing. 


The study recommends that by 1930 


the center contain about 9.3 acres of 
retail establishments, 26 acres of of- 
fices and 2.8 acres for public use The 
amount of land that should be re- 
served 
for 
housing 
depends upon 


available land at the time, according 
to the study. 


It also recommends that the center 


contain two movie theaters, six to 
eight tennis courts, six to eight hand- 
ball and racquetball courts and an in- 
door swimming pool 


THE STUDY recommends that the 


shopping facilities include clothing, 
furniture, food and drug stores. 


The study says there will be a ''lim- 


ited demand'' for office space to ac- 
commodate businesses in the district 
"The village center and Buffalo Gro\e 


area in general are not envisioned as 
having potential as major office areas 
on par with the Schaumburg and Oak- 
brook areas,'' the study says. 


The types of offices that might lo- 


cale in Buffalo Grove include adver- 
tising, ciedit, employment and re- 
search services, the study states. 


Among the public space facilities 


recommended by the study are a li- 
braiy. a post office, a small museum 
and a day-care center. "Also, it would 
seem appropriate to establish some 
village governmental functions in the 
village center, but this is a public pol- 
icy decision, not a marketing deci- 
sion," the study says. 


The study says the current recrea- 


tion facilities are inadequate for the 
growing area. 


"Buffalo Grove and the surrounding

just ducky?" 


Such "fo\\l" remarks are all well 


and good but result from the public's 
misunderstanding of 
the 
organiza- 


tion's true purpose. 


OFFICIALS OF Ducks Unlimited, 


which has its national headquarters at 
3158 River Rd., Des Plaines, 
are 


launching a campaign to educate the 
public on their work. 


The 40-year-old, non-profit organiza- 


tion restores and rehabilitates prime 
waterfowl breeding grounds in Cana- 
da. Ducks Unlimited says it has 
165,000 members and 800 chapters 
throughout North America. 


The conservationists say they have 


given a home each year to more than 
1150 million ducks and geese that mi- 
grate from the United States into Can- 
ada every spring, 


That seems like a healthy number 


of fowl, but it wasn't always that way, 
said Richard Grozik, assistant direc- 
tor of publication for Ducks Unlimit- 
ed. 


Many of America's wetlands, homes 


for ducks and geese, were destroyed 
in the 1920s and 1930s — the result of 
massive land development and long 
drought. The country's waterfowl pop- 
ulation declined sharply to about 30 
million birds because of the situation. 


A group of biologists, hunters and 


concerned citizens was the forerunner 
of Ducks Unlimited. They banded to- 
gether in 1930 to research the problem 
and to come up with a solution.

THE GROUP adopicd its name in 


1937 and since has been leasing land 
from property owners and provincial 
governments in Canada, where it has 
d e v e l o p e d breeding and living 
grounds. 


The projects, scattered throughout 


Canada and ranging in size from ti*ie 
to 512,000 acres, have benefited not 
only ducks and geese but other forms 
of wildlife as well, Grozik said. 


Three hundred species of wild life 


make their homes on the 
wetland 


projects — everything from deer and 
moose to birds and fish — even 
though the organization directs most 
of its energies toward assuring the 
continued existence of ducks. 


During the past 40 years, Ducks Un- 


limited has spent $35 million to make 
the land suitable either by pumping or 


diverting water inio the area, or dam- 
ming the water if there is too much. 


When the water suppls on the prop- 


erty is stabilized, cat tails and marsh 
vegetation are planted, 
fire 
lanes 


(barren areas that block approaching 
fire) are formed around the area, and 
fences are erected to keep dangerous 
animals out. 


DUCKS AND GEESE from all over 


the United States fly into Canada as 
part of their natural migration every 
March. They make a temporary home 
on the 2.2 million acres that Ducks 
Unlimited has developed. There, they 
lay and hatch their eggs, train their 
young and finally migrate south in 
S e p t e m b e r , heading for warmer 
weather in the southern United States. 


Why doesn't Ducks Unlimited work 


to create the same 
wildlife 
con- 


servation areas at home? 


Grozik explains the organization ex- 


ists solely on membership fees (which 
are $10 yearly) and contributions.

."If \\c tried to rely on a federal 


subsidy from the United States, which 
really would be difficult, we could 
only use those funds here m this coun- 
try." he said. 


"It is much more difficult to try and 


lease properly here for a long term 
than it is in Canada. Here people want 
to sell their land outright and we just 
don't have that kind of money," Gro- 
zik said. 


The handful of biologists and con- 


servationists who direct Ducks Unlim- 
ited are convinced that what they are 
doing is beneficial to all life in Xorth 
America — human and animal 


"If vou provide healthy habitats, 


you will have healthy wildlife. But. if 
you keep taking the land away and 
developing it, like in this country. ;.ou 
leave no natural places for these ani- 
mals to go." Grozik said. 


THE RESEARCH conducted on the 


fowl which migrate to Canada aids 
scientists all over the world, he said. 


Hunters and marksmen financially 


support the organization to assure 
their patimes continue. 


"But as far as the average person is 


concerned, when they look up in the 
sky and see a flock of geese or ducks 
flying overhead, they should know 
those birds might not be there without 
our help." Grozik said 


"Those birds and other wildlife are 


part of our natural heritage and we 
are just destroying their homes." he 
said. "If we don't continue our efforts 
to save these and other species from 
extinction, we will surely lose them 
all in the verv near future "

Dial-a-ride plan urged by 
1980 


A dial-a-ridc transportation system 


in Buffalo Grove is recommended for 
1980 in an updated five-year trans- 
portation plan prepared by the Lake 
County Regional Planning Commis- 
sion staff. 


The updated five-year plan must be 


approved by the regional planning 
commission and the county board be- 
fore it becomes official. 


The first and second priorities tor 


fiscal year 1977 are a regional bus 
route from Waukegan to Arlington 
Heights, according to the planning up- 
date. The planning commission staff 
breaks the route into two parts, from 
Waukegan to Vernon Hills as a first 
priority and from Vernon Hills to Ar- 
lington Heights as the second priority.

Finance chief Coney says: 
'Assessment increase 
less than anticipated'

Elk Grove Village's assessed valu- 


ation this year did not increase as 
much as anticipated. Finance Direc- 
tor George C. Coney says. 


Coney says the assessed valuation 


increased $14,406,947 for a new total of 
$334,049,044. The figures were 
re- 


leased last week by the assessors' of- 
fices in Cook and DuPage counties 


"We were expecting an increase of 


$20 million," Coney says, adding that 
the figure was a downward revision 
11 om earlier estimates. 


Building permit fees declined below 


expectations last summer, causing a 


re-estimation of village income and 
expenditures Sales tax icvenue also 
was down at the time 


Coney says the less-than-expecled 


growth in the assessed valuation was 
one reason for the increase in the ul- 
lage corpoiale tax rate announced 
last week 


THE 
MUNICIPAL 
tax 
rate in- 


creased from $ 608 to S 645 per 5,100 
assessed valuation for 1975 taxes, 
which are being collected now. 


Coney, who has just received the as- 


se«sed valuation figutes, said he has 
not had time to study other possible 
effects, although he says the assessed 


valuation figures will play an impor- 
tant part next fall when the v illage 
board considers the 1976 tax levy. 


The village board already has said 


it will have to raise the levy this year 
and taxes next year in order to oper- 
ate the village services at the same 
level. The village board appioved a 
S4 5 million 1976-77 village budget wih 
an anticipated S119.891 deficit 


The 1975-75 fiscal year ended with a

Utah the following weekend.

OFFICIALS OF Ducks Unlimited, 


which has its national headquarters at 
:il~iS River Rd . Des Plaines, 
arc 


launching a campaign to educate the 
public on their work. 


The 40-year-old, non-profit organiza- 


tion restores and rehabilitates prime 
waterfowl breeding grounds in Cana- 
da. Ducks Unlimited says it has 
16-1.000 members and 800 chapters 
throughout North America. 


The conservationists say they have 


given a home each year to more than 
ISO million ducks and geese that mi- 
grate from the United States into Can- 
ada every spring. 


That seems like a healthy number 


of fowl, but it wasn't always that way, 
.vnd Richard Groztk. assistant direc- 
tor of publication for Ducks Unlimit- 
ed 


Many of America's wetlands, homes 


for ducks and geese, were destroyed 
in the 1920s and 1930s — the result of 
mas.Mve land development and long 
drought. The country's waterfowl pop- 
ulation declined sharply to about 30 
million birds because of the situation. 


A group of biologists, hunters and 


concerned citizens was the forerunner 
of Ducks Unlimited. They banded to- 
gether in 1930 to research the problem 
and to come up with a solution. 


THE GROUP adopted its name in 


1937 and since has been leasing land 
from property owners and provincial 
governments in Canada, where it has 
d e v e l o p e d breeding and living 
grounds 


The projects, scattered throughout 


Canada and ranging in size from o*ie 
to 512,000 acres, have benefited not 


only ducks and geese but other forms 
of wildlife as well, Grozik said. 


Three hundred species of wild life 


make their homes on the wetland 
projects — everything from deer and 
moose to birds and 
fish — even 


though the organization directs most 
of its energies toward assuring the 
continued existence of ducks. 


During the past 40 years, Ducks Un- 


limited has spent $35 million to make 
the land suitable either by pumping or 
diverting water into the area, or dam- 
ming the water if there is too much. 


When the water suppls on the prop- 


erty is stabilized, cat tails and marsh 
vegetation are planted, fire 
lanes 


(barren areas that block approaching 
fire) are formed around the area, and 
fences are erected to keep dangerous 
animals out. 


DUCKS AND GEESE from all over 


the United States fly into Canada as 
part of their natural migration every 
March. They make a temporary home 
on the 2 2 million acres that Ducks 
Unlimited has developed. There, they 
lay and hatch their eggs, train their 
young and finally migrate south in 
S e p t e m b e r , heading for warmer 
weather in the southern United States. 


Why doesn't Ducks Unlimited work 


to create the same 
wildlife 
con- 


servation areas at home? 


Grozik explains the organization ex- 


ists solely on membership fees (which 
are $10 yearly) and contributions. 


"The land preservation is more nec- 


essary in Canada because that is 
where 70 per cent of all North Ameri- 
can water fowl are hatched each 
year," he said. 


"If we tried to rely on a federal 


subsidy from the United States, which 
really would be difficult, we could 
only use those funds here in this coun- 
try," he said. 


"It is much more difficult to try and 


lease property here for a long term 
than it is in Canada. Here people want 
to sell their land outright and we just 
don't have that kind of money," Gro- 
zik said. 


The handful of biologists and con- 


servationists who direct Ducks Unlim- 
ited are convinced that what they are 
doing is beneficial to all life in North 
America — human and animal. 


"If you provide healthy habitats, 


you will have healthy wildlife. But, if 
you keep taking the land away and 
developing it, like in this country, you 
leave no natural places for these ani- 
mals to go," Grozik said. 


THE RESEARCH conducted on the 


fowl which migrate to Canada aids 
scientists all over the world, he said. 


Hunters and marksmen financially 


support the organization to assure 
their patimes continue. 


"But as far as the average person is 


concerned, when they look up in the 
sky and see a flock of geese or ducks 
flying overhead, they should know 
those birds might not be there without 
our help," Grozik said. 


"Those birds and other wildlife are 


part of our natural heritage and we 
are just destroying their homes," he 
said. "If we don't continue our efforts 
to save these and other species from 
extinction, we will surely lose them 
all in the very near future."

Increases in assessed valuation for 


both Schaumburg and Hoffman Es- 
tates park districts will mean a wind- 
fall for one district and nickels and 
dimes for the other. 


Schaumburg's dramatic $66 million 


increase in assessed valuation 
this 


year has boosted the park district to 
the $301 million mark 


Hoffman Estates Park District's as- 


sessed valuation 
is $15,850,000, up 


trom $14 million last year. 


Schaumburg Park 
District's tax 


rate has dropped to 26.7 cents per S100 
dollars of equalized assessed valu- 
ation from 32.7 cents, meaning taxes 
on a house with an assessed valuation 
of $10,000 would total $26.70, down 
from $32.70. 


PARK 
DISTRICT Business Mgr. 


Jerry Baer said there is no "magical" 
reason for the tax rate drop. "We just 
haven't increased our own taxes in 
the last few years and the jump in 
assessed valuation is providing us 
with more money," Baer said. 


Though Schaumburg park district 


officials say they are pleased with the 
current tax situation, they don't plan 


to go overboard during the coming 
year 


Baer said the park district expects 


to adopt a $763,000 budget in mid-Au- 
gust. 


But Hoffman Estates Park Director 


Allen Binder said the "lack of in- 
crease" in assessed valuation did not 
come as a surprise. 


"WE PREPARED a conservatue 


budget hoping our figures would be 
wrong and we would have more mon- 
ey to work with,'' Binder said. 


The park board recently adopted a 


$486,000 '•maintenance" budget that 
does not provide for major improve- 
ments this year. 


The money bind has forced Hoffman 


Estates park district to cut several 
maintenance jobs, abandon fertilizing 
for parks but not athletic areas, and 
elimmatt supervised tennis courts.

"I don't think we should take this 


issue lightly,'' said Barbara Michelin, 
nurse for Care, Inc.. a health care fa- 
cility. 


Local doctors have not been in- 


volved in organizing or administering 
the swine flu inoculations, Mrs. Mich- 
elin said She said their views should 
be solicited and suggested the task 
force check with other large counties 
in the nation to learn how their pro- 
grams are organized. 


TOWNSHIP supervisor Howard 01- 


sen said the problem of legal liability 


is one that must be solved throughout 
the nation before the government- 
backed inoculation program can be ef- 
fective. "There is no way that this 
program is going to be successful un- 
til this question of liability is re- 
solved," he said. 


Olsen said he has checked with the 


township's attorney on the liability 
problem and the attorney suggested 
that the township's insurance com- 
pany be contacted to determine what 


additional cost would be necessary to 
provide special liability protection for 
the program. 


At the direction of the task force, 


Olsen will write a letter to area con- 
gressmen expressing concern over the 
liability question and showing support 
for a law that would provide blanket 
liability coverage to those involved in 
the nationwide inoculation program.

Reagan sweeps Western delegates

Ronald Reagan, as expected, cap- 


tured all 45 delegates in his western 
preserves this weekend 
to move 


closer to President Ford in the in- 
creasingly bitter fight to the finish for 
the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation. 


All Ford could salvage from the 


weekend was a 17-1 delegate victory 
in Minnesota early Saturday, before 
Reagan swept all four delegates at 
stake in Idaho, 21 in New Mexico and 
20 in Montana. 


The UPI delegate count Sunday 


showed Ford with 1,064, Reagan with 
994, uncommitted with 103 and 98 to 
be chosen — 25 in Colorado and 18 in 
North Dakota the weekend of July 10- 
11 and 35 in Connecticut and 20 in 
Utah the following weekend. 


In the Democratic race, with only 


five Puerto Rican delegates left to be 
chosen, the UPI count showed Jimmy 
Carter had 1,714, 209 more than 
needed 
for 
the 
nomination 
next 


month. 


NO MATTER who wins the Republi- 


can nomination, the victor will face 
an uphil fight against Carter, who has 
between 53 per cent and 58 per cent of 
the vote, according to all the polls in 
recent weeks. 


The Gallup Poll published Sunday 


showed Carter beating both Ford and 
Regan by 2-1 margins in the South, 
which could return to the Democats 
as a bloc for the first time since Lyn- 
don Johnson's 1964 landslide. 


The poll showed Carter beating 


Ford 63 to 28 per cent in the South

However, it listed to recommenda- 
tions in the area of manpower and or- 


ganization which the association felt 
would continue to improve the depart- 
ment. 


The study was conducted in accor- 


dance with a proposal by the associ- 
ation's police service bureau to eval- 
uate service and compare it with ac- 
cepted police standards. The proposal 
was accepted by the village last 
January.

best level. Four of these patrolmen 
would be used both to replace re- 
serves currently used for regular pa- 
trol and to eliminate most of the over- 
time hours worked by regular offi- 
cers. 


In addition to the four, the associ- 


ation recommended that three n.ore 
patrol officers be added to bring the 
staff to 18 patrolmen daily. This num- 
ber would be based on projected popu- 
lation figures and the number of calls 
answered by the police, the report 
says. 


The department currently employs 


42 patrol officers — 14 of the officers 
are used for nonpatrol duties such as 
detective and liaison functions. 


Police Chief Martin J. Conroy said 


this week the report indicated his de- 
partment was "in not too bad a 
shape'' and that he was generally 
quite pleased with its findings. 


Conroy said the main goal behind 


initiating the study was to have the 
police association look at the depart- 
ment and come up with specific goals 
for improvement. He said the goals 
have been set and some minor 
changes have already taken place 
within the department. 


He added, however, that the addi- 


tion of patrol officers will take time. 


"IF YOU'RE askng whether we will 


add seven patrol officers today, the 
answer is no." Conroy said. "The re- 
port came out after our May 1 budget 
deadline. But I think the recommen- 
dations will be strongly considered in 


any budget requests next year.1' 


Similar increases in patrol person- 


nel were recommended for the future. 
The association said that continued in- 
creases in population and commercial 
facilities would necessitate an addi- 
tional nine officers by 1980. 


The increase in the number of 


sworn patrol officers would allow the 
department to rely less on ils re- 
serves, the report said 
It recom- 


mends that the reserves be used only 
for emergencies, special events, traf- 
fic control, crowd control and clerical 
duties. 


THE ADDITION of an adminis- 


trative division also was advised by 
the association. The division, which 
would require the hiring of an addi- 
tional lieutenant, would be in charge 
of budget preparation, personnel man- 
agement, detention, training and in- 
ternal investigations. 


The purpose of this department, the 


report said, would be to eliminate 
confusion of duties and relieve some 
of the workload of the chiet of police. 


Likewise, the association proposed 


the hiring of an additional sergeant to 
provide additional supervision of de- 
tectives, a youth officer, dispatchers 
and a community service officer on 
the 3 to 11 p.m. watch. The report 
said the workload was too heavy to ef- 
fectively be carried out by one per- 
son. 


Conroy said he will probably meet 


with village officials in the near fu- 
ture to discuss the report.

"I don't think we should take this 


Issue lightly.' said Barbara Michehn, 
nurse for Care, Inc., a health care fa- 
cility. 


Local doctors have not teen in- 


volved in organizing or administering 
the swine flu inoculations, Mrs. Mich- 
elm said. She said their views should 
be solicited and suggested the task 
force check with other large counties 
in the nation to learn how their pro- 
grams are organized 


TOWNSHIP supervisor Howard 01- 


sen said the problem of legal liability 
is one that must be solved throughout 
the 
nation before the government- 


backed inoculation program can be ef- 
fective. "There is no way that this 
program is going to be successful un- 
til 
this question of liability is re- 


solved," he said. 


Olsen said he has checked with the 


township's attorney on the liability 
problem and the attorney suggested 
that the township's insurance com- 
pany be contacted to determine what 
additional cost would be necessary to 
provide special liability protection for 
the program. 


At the direction of the task force, 


Olsen will write a letter to area con- 
gressmen expressing concern over the 
liability question and showing support 
for a law that would provide blanket 
liability coverage to those involved in 
the nationwide inoculation program. 


Olsen said ht would be hesitant to 


proceed with an inoculation program 
in Palatine Township until the liabil- 


ity problem is settled. In the mean- 
time tentative plans for the program 
are being made. 


A letter will be sent to local doctors 


informing them of the efforts of the 
task force and asking for their help in 
finding persons who are in need of the 
vaccine. 


THE INOCULATION program will 


take three phases in Cook County. 
During the first phase a bi-valent in- 
oculation will be given to senior citi- 
zens and those who are chronically ill. 
The vaccine, which protects against 
two flu strains, will be administered 
through the township. 


During the second phase a mono- 


valent vaccine, protecting against the 
swine-flu strain only, will be available 
to all persons in a mass inoculation 
program at Harper College in Septem- 
ber. The mono-valent vaccine will be 
administered through the Cook County 
Health Dept. The township may assist 
in providing volunteer workers for the 
program 


The third phase will be an "assess- 


ment" phase designed to reach the 
unvaccinated. 


Saturday, the task force discussed 


the organization of the townships bi- 
valent inoculation program. "I'm as- 
suming we're talking about 
5,000 


people in Palatine Township for the 
bi-valent pogram.'' Olsen said. The in- 
oculations probably would be adminis- 
tered around mid to late August. 


The task force discussed the possi- 


bility of setting up inoculation clinics 
at Rolling Meadows High School. 2901 
Central Rd., Rolling Meadows, at San- 
born School, 101 N. Oak St., Palatine.

Ronald Reagan, as expected, cap- 


tured all '15 delegates in his western

closer to President Ford in the in- 
creasingly bitter fight to the finish for 
the 
Republican presidential nomi- 


nation. 


All Ford could salvage from the 


weekend was a 17-1 delegate victory 
in Minnesota early Saturday, before 
Reagan swept all Four delegates at 
stake in Idaho, 21 in New Mexico and 
20 In Montana. 


The UPI delegate count Sunday 


showed Ford with 1,064, Reagan with 
90-1, uncommitted with 103 and 98 to 
be chosen — 25 in Colorado and 18 in 
North Dakota the weekend of July 10- 
11 and 35 in Connecticut and 20 in 
Utah the following weekend. 


In the Democratic race, with only 


five Puerto Rican delegates left to be 
chosen, the UPI count showed Jimmy 
Carter had 
1.714, 209 more than 


needed 
for 
the 
nomination 
next 


month. 


NO MATTER who wins the Republi- 


can nomination, the victor will face 
an uphil fight against Carter, who has 
between 53 per cent and 58 per cent of 
the vote, according to all the polls in 
recent weeks. 


The Gallup Poll published Sunday 


showed Carter beating both Ford and 
Regan by 2-1 margins in the South, 
which could return to the Democats 
as a bloc for the first time since Lyn- 
don Johnson's 1964 landslide. 


The poll showed Carter beating 


Ford 63 to 28 per cent in the South

'Hey, Pop, do I get a prize too?' 


ISO million ducks and geese that mi- 
grate from the United States into Can- 
ada every spring. 


That seems like a healthy number 


of fowl, but it wasn't always that way, 
said Richard Grozik, assistant direc- 
tor of publication for Ducks Unlimit- 
ed 


Many of America's wetlands, homes 


for ducks and geese, were destroyed 
in the 1920s and 1930s — the result of 
massive land development and long 
drought. The country's waterfowl pop- 
ulation declined sharply to about 30 
million birds because of the situation. 


A group of biologists, hunters and 


concerned citizens was the forerunner 
of Ducks Unlimited. They banded to- 
gether in 1930 to research the problem 
and to come up with a solution. 


THE GROUP adopted its name in 


1937 and since has been leasing land 
from property owners and provincial 
governments in Canada, where it has 
d e v e l o p e d breeding and living 
grounds. 


The projects, scattered throughout 


Canada and ranging in size from one 
to 512,000 acres, have benefited not 
only ducks and geese but other forms 
of wildlife as well, Grozik said. 


Three hundred species of wild life 


make their homes on the wetland 
projects — everything from deer and 
moose to birds and 
fish — even 


though the organization directs most 
of its energies toward assuring the 
continued existence of ducks. 


During the past 40 years, Ducks Un- 


limited has spent $35 million to make 
the land suitable either by pumping or 
diverting water into the area, or dam- 
ming the water if there is too much. 


When the water suppls on the prop- 


erty is stabilized, cat tails and marsh 
vegetation are planted, fire 
lanes 


(barren areas that block approaching 
tire) are formed around the area, and 
fences arc erected to keep dangerous 
animals out. 


DUCKS AND GEESE from all over 


the United States fly into Canada as 
part of their natural migration every 
March. They make a temporary home 
on the 2.2 million acres that Ducks 
Unlimited has developed. There, they 
lay and hatch their eggs, tram then- 
young and finally migrate south in 
S e p t e m b e r , heading for warmer 
weather in the southern United States. 


Why doesn't Ducks Unlimited work 


to create the same 
wildlife 
con- 


servation areas at home? 


Grozik explains the organization ex- 


ists solely on membership fees (which 
are $10 yearly) and contributions. 


'•The land preservation is more nec- 


essary in Canada because that is 
where 70 per cent of all North Ameri- 
can water fowl are hatched each 
year," he said. 


"If we tried to rely on a federal 


subsidy from the United States, which 
really would be difficult, we could 
only use those funds here in this coun- 
try," he said. 


"It is much more difficult to try and 


lease property here for a long term 
than it is in Canada. Here people want 
to sell their land outright and we just 
don't have that kind of money," Gro- 
zik said. 


The handful of biologists and con- 


servationists who direct Ducks Unlim- 
ited are convinced that what they are 
doing is beneficial to all life in North 
America — human and animal. 


"If you provide healthy habitats, 


you will have healthy wildlife. But, if 
you keep taking the land away and 
developing it, like in this country, you 
leave no natural places for these ani- 
mals to go," Grozik said.

The problem of legal liability in ad-

must be resolved before an inocula- 
tion program can take place in Pala- 
tine.

L i k e telephone

dinner are served. The response most

is, "No, we're 
nothing like 


Chicken Unlimited." 


Or the elbow in the side and the 


supposedly comical, "Aren't things 
just ducky?*' 


Such "fowl" remarks arc all well 


and good but result from the public's 
misunderstanding 
of 
the organiza- 


tion's true purpose. 


OFFICIALS OF Ducks Unlimited, 


which has its national headquarters al 
:i!58 River Rd., Des Plaines, 
are 


launching a campaign to educate the 
public on their work. 


The 40-year-old, non-profit organiza- 


tion restores and rehabilitates prime 
waterfowl breeding grounds in Cana- 
da. Ducks Unlimited says it has 
165.000 members 
and 800 chapters 


throughout North America. 


The conservationists say they have 


given a home each year to more than 
150 million ducks and geese that mi- 
grate from the United States into Can- 
ada every spring. 


That seems like a healthy number 


of fowl, but it wasn't always that way, 
said Richard Grozik, assistant direc- 
tor of publication for Ducks Unlimit- 
ed. 


Many of America's wetlands, homes 


for ducks and geese, were destroyed 
in the 1920s and 1930s — the result of 
massive land development and long 
drought. The country's waterfowl pop- 
ulation declined sharply to about 30 
million birds because of the situation. 


A group of biologists, hunters and 


concerned citizens was the forerunner 
of Ducks Unlimited. They banded to- 
gether in 1930 to research the problem 
and to come up with a solution. 


THE GROUP adopted its name in 


1937 and since has been leasing land 
from property owners and provincial

governments in Canada, where it has 
d e v e l o p e d breeding and living 
grounds. 


The projects, scattered throughout 


Canada and ranging in size from one 
to 512,000 acres, have benefited not 
only ducks and geese but other forms 
of wildlife as well, Grozik said. 


Three hundred species of wild life 


make their homes on the wetland 
projects — everything from deer and 
moose to birds and fish — even 
though the organization directs most 
of its energies toward assuring the 
continued existence of ducks. 


During the past 40 years, Ducks Un- 


limited has spent $35 million to make 
the land suitable either by pumping or 
diverting water into the area, or dam- 
ming the water if there is too much. 


When the water suppls on the prop- 


erty is stabilized, cat tails and marsh 
vegetation are planted, fire 
lanes 


(barren areas that block approaching 


fire) are formed around the area, and 
fences are erected to keep dangerous 
animals out. 


DUCKS AND GEESE from all over 


the United States fly into Canada as 
part of their natural migration every 
March.

There, they 
lay and hatch their eggs, train their 
young and finally migrate south in 
S e p t e m b e r , heading for warmer 
weather in the southern United States.

Grozik explains the organization ex- 


ists solely on membership fees (which 


are $10 yearly) and contributions. 


"The land preservation is more nec- 


essary in Canada because that is 
where 70 per cent of all North Ameri- 
can water 
fowl are hatched each 


year," he said. 


"If we tried to rely on a federal 


subsidy from the United States, which 
really would lie difficult, we could 
only use those funds here in this coun- 
try," he said.

Library plans inventory 
of stock as theft check 


Theft prevention measures being 


t a k e n 
by area libraries 
have 


prompted the Palatine Public Library 
to plan an inventory of its materials 
this summer. 


Although the inventory has been 


planned since the library moved into 
its new building, at 500 N. Benton St., 
in October 1975, library officials want 
to determine how serious a problem 
book thefts are. 


Palatine's Public Library will con- 


duct a spot inventory of its materials 
by the end of the summer. The in- 
ventory has been planned since the li- 
brary moved, but now is more rele- 
vant with area libraries taking mea- 


sures to prevent thefts. 


Head librarian Andrea Balcken said 


she expects "no problem anywhere 
near" the theft rate at Arlington 
Heights Memorial Library, estimated 
as high as 12 per cent of new acquisi- 
tions each year. 


A theft-prevention system 
using 


electronic alarms sensitive to metal 
strips in books, films, records and 
other library materials now is oper- 
ating at the Arlington Heights library. 
Similar systems have cut losses as 
much as 90 per cent at other libraries, 


"I'VE KEPT THESE systems in 


mind," Ms. Balcken said. "But the 
expense of the hardware of the sys- 
tem and of coding all the books and

materials is very high." 


Such a system could cost between 


$15,000 and .$20,000. she said. 


Although theft is a problem in "all 


libraries to some degree," it has only 
recently confronted public libraries, 
Ms. Balcken said. College libraries in- 
stall theft prevention systems "almost 
automatically," she said. 


Numbers of books and of population 


in Palatine and Arlington Heights 
lead Ms. Balcken 
to anticipate a 


small theft problem, if any, at the 
Palatine Public Library. Book circu- 
lation at Arlington is "probably better 
than twice the size of ours," she said, 
and more persons use the Arlington 
Heights library. 


A complete inventory of the li- 


brary's books, magazines, records, 
tapes and other supplies may be 
planned later, Ms. Balcken said.

Library officials believe a free and 


independent library board cannot ex- 
ist as long as another elected board 
controls the purse strings, Parsons 
said While the library acts indepen- 
dently from the village, its expenses 
are subject to village board approval. 


"Since the finance committee took 


over the responsibility of the library, 
there literally is no understanding or 
concern as to the state of the library's 
condition," Parsons said. 


HE ALREADY HAS placed a stop 


order on the purchase of all new li- 
brary books as a result of the vil- 
lage's $357,100 allocation for library 
operations. The library board origi- 
nally submitted a budget request of 
$518.095 based on its need to operate 


the new building, which is about four 
times as large as the current library 
at 14 E Busse Ave The new library 
is scheduled to open in October. 


Parsons said an increasing number 


of village residents are borrowing 
books from other libraries that par- 
ticipate in a reciprocal lending pro- 
gram However, he said those librar- 
ies could cancel the program if the 
local library does not maintain its 
book inventory.

Group promotes 
saving wildfowl 
breeding grounds

Any organization that calls itself 


Ducks Unlimited has to expect a cer- 
tain number of "wise quacks'' from 
the general public. 


L i k e telephone inquiries about 


where the best Long Island roast duck 
dinner are served. The response most 
often is, "No, we're 
nothing like 


Chicken Unlimited." 


Or the elbow in the side and the 


supposedly 
comical, "Aren't things 


just ducky?" 


Such "fowl" remarks are all well 


and good but result from the public's 
misunderstanding 
of the 
organiza- 


tion's true purpose. 


OFFICIALS OF Ducks 
Unlimited, 


which has its national headquarters at 
,'U58 River Rd., DCS Plaines, 
are 


launching a campaign to educate the 
public on their work. 


The 40-year-old, non-profit organiza- 


tion restores and rehabilitates prime 
waterfowl breeding grounds in Cana- 
da. Ducks Unlimited 
says it has 


165,000 members and 800 chapters 
throughout North America. 


The conservationists say they have 


given a home each year to more than 
130 million ducks and geese that mi- 
grate from the United States into Can- 
ada every spring. 


That seems like a healthy number 


of fowl, but it wasn't always that way, 
said Richard Grozik, assistant direc- 
tor of publication for Ducks Unlimit- 
ed. 


Many of America's wetlands, homes 


for ducks and geese, were destroyed 
in the 1920s and 1930s — the result of 
massive land development and long 
drought. The country's waterfowl pop- 
ulation declined sharply to about 30 
million birds because of the situation. 


A group of biologists, hunters and 


concerned citizens was the forerunner 
of Ducks Unlimited. They banded to- 
gether in 1930 to research the problem 
and to come up with a solution. 


THE GROUP adopted its name in 


1937 and since has been leasing land 
from property owners and provincial 
governments in Canada, where it has 
d e v e l o p e d breeding and living 
grounds. 


The projects, scattered throughout 


Canada and ranging in size from one 
to 512,000 acres, have benefited not 
only ducks and geese but other forms 
of wildlife as well, Grozik said. 


Three hundred species of wild life 


make then- homes on the wetland 
projects — everything from, deer and 
moose to birds and fish — even 
though the organization directs most 
of its energies toward assuring the 
continued existence of ducks. 


During the past 40 years, Ducks Un- 


limited has spent $35 million to make 
the land suitable either by pumping or 


diverting water into Hie area, or dam- 
ming the water if there is too much. 


When the water suppls on the prop- 


erty is stabilized, cat tails and marsh 
vegetation are planted, 
fire 
lanes 


(barren areas that block approaching 
fire) are formed around the area, and 
fences are erected to keep dangerous 
animals out. 


DUCKS AND GEESE from all over 


the United Stales fly into Canada as 
part of their natural migration every 
March. They make a temporary home 
on the 2.2 million acres that, Ducks 
Unlimited has developed. There, they 
lay and hatch their eggs, train their 
young and finally migrate south in 
S e p t e m b e r , heading for warmer 
weather in the southern United States. 


Why doesn't Ducks Unlimited work 


to create the same 
wildlife con- 


servation areas at home? 


Grozik explains the organization ex- 


ists solely on membership fees (which 
are $10 yearly) and contributions. 


"The land preservation is more nec- 


essary in Canada because that is 
where 70 per cent of all North Ameri- 
can water 
fowl are hatched each 


year," he said. 


"If we tried to rely on a federal 


subsidy from the United States, which 
really would be difficult, we could 
only use those funds here in this coun- 
try," he said. 


"It is much more difficult to try and 


lease property here for a long term 
than it is in Canada. Here people want 
to sell their land outright and we just 
don't have that kind of money," Gro- 
zik said. 


The handful of biologists and con- 


servationists who direct Ducks Unlim- 
ited are convinced that what they are 
doing is beneficial to all life in North 
America — human and animal. 


"If you provide healthy habitats, 


you will have healthy wildlife. But, if 
you keep taking the land away and 
developing it, like in this country, you 
leave no natural places for these ani- 
mals to go," Grozik said. 


THE RESEARCH conducted on the 


fowl which migrate to Canada aids 
scientists all over the world, he said. 


Hunters and marksmen financially 


support the organization to assure 
their patimes continue. 


"But as far as the average person is 


concerned, when they look up in the 
sky and see a flock of geese or ducks 
flying overhead, they should know 
those birds might not be there without 
our help," Grozik said. 


"Those birds and other wildlife are 


part of our natural heritage and we 
are just destroying their homes," he 
said. "If we don't continue our efforts 
to save these and other species from 
extinction, we will surely lose them 
all in the very near future "
